DIl'FBltENT LINEUi' 
A good many ctforta were quickly made to 
Jnvokc historical parallels for tlic late spring 
stirrlrrg^s of Oov. Nelson Rockefeller In the 
Republican presidential 'race. They tended, 
however, to go wWe o£ the waiU. 

Some' thought they saw another situation 
JI)te'ft^dt^nvolvlng tlic laic Wendell Wlllltic; 
who ciinie with 'a rush to sweep to the OOP 
nomination In 1040. Vet the differences were 
great. 

Rockefeller's rival, Vice President Rlxon, 
Is- considered to have substantially more 
delegate votes rlglit now than the 0Q3 he 
needs for nomination. For his part the 
ernor can command little outsldo the 00 he 
would get from New York Itself. 

In 1040, Thomas E. Dewey, the front-run- 
ner, mustered Just aflO votes on the first bal- 
lot. The Intc sen. Robert Taft stood second 
with 189. Neither had ever been on the na- 
tional scene before. Dewey then held the of- 
fice of Wow York district attorney. ■ 

Though WUIklo trailed with 105, his op- 
position' obviously was far less formidable. 
His biggest danger was that delegates shift- 
ing from Dewey might go lo Taft rather 
_than.to him, Bome.dld,.but he.had.thc.reai 
momentum and won on the fllxth ballot. 

Most Important, a beautifully managed, 
lilgh-splrlted campaign had been under way 
for WilllclB for many months. By the tlmfi 
the delegates hit Philadelphia, Winkle's 
name was on nearly every tongue. Rocke- 
feller has had no such. buUd-up. 

Wlllldc also had major professional sup- 
port. Including the secret help of National 
Chairman John D. M. Hamilton. Rockefel- 
ler can count on little. 

Until Rackefcller himself scotched the no- 
tion the other day, certahi obsecvcrs also 
talked as It ho might dupllcoto Theodore 
Roosevelt's famous bolt from Republican 
ranks In 1912 to set up a third party. 

It's clear now, however, that there'll be no 
"Bull Moose" affair In 1080. Rockefeller de- 
clared unequivocally that he Is a Gtrons t«a- 
party man who will support the convention 
■choice no matter what. 

History does have its parallels, but this

■ POLITICAL COftrPETITION 
The unfortunate but Inevitable effect of 
one major party's catering to class, racial 
or religious groups is that It forces the op- 
position to enter Into this same sort of com- 
petition. 

Both Vice President Nixon and Attorney 
general Rpgers,_ln .thclr_ respective-fields, 
ore making a big play- for the Negro vote. 
The VJ. has become especially active as 
head of the cabinet committee seeking \o 
force labor unions to open their member- 
ship to colored workers. 

In demandhiB ■ the right lo peruse the 
registration lists of certain southern coun- 
ties on the ground that Negroes have been 
discriminated against, the attorney gener- 
al 6eck5 to appeal to the colored constitu- 
ency. 

In his excellent commencement address 
at Notre Dome University, In Itself a po- 
litical stroke. President Elsenhower appeal- 
ed to the Catholic graduates to enter poli- 
tics and run for office at a time when the 
question of placing a member of that latth 
In the running for the White House has be- 
come a political and national issue. . 

"To serve the nation well," he admonish- 
ed them, *'you must, for example, seek out 
able candidates for office and persuade 
them to lotfer, themselves to the electorate. 
To be most effective, you should become 
active In a political party, and In civic and 
professional organizations .... 
.."I hope that soma of you will enter the 
public service, either in elective, career or 
appointive office. Most of the top posts ot 
government Involve manifold questions of 
policy. In these positions wo have a special 
need of intelUgent, educated, seiricss per- 
sona from all walks of life,"

Studies show that 
malalhlon has no eftect on the 
odor or flavor ot bread mffde from 
UeaUd wheat.
